WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The interstate commerce eommi«sion h*» de- 


cided ag«in»t the railroad* in both the "e«»torn" and the "w»»tern" cites. The 
.daoiaion waa handed down late this afternoon. 
Proposed advance* in class 


'(•eight rates in official classification territory, aggregating among all the rail- 
waya in th« territory approximately $27,000,000 a year, were disapproved by the 
commission. 
• 
- 


In the case involving the increases by the railroads in western trunk-line 


territory the commission also declined to approve the proposed advance in 
commodity rates. The carriers in both cases are required to cancel on or be- 
fore March 10 their advanced tariffs and restore their former rates, which are 
the rate's now in effect. 
If this requirement be not complied with, the com- 


mission will iisue a formal order suspending the proposed advance* and putting 
into effect the existing rates for at least two years-. 
• 


In the case of the railroad commission of Texas against the Atchison, To- 


pekft and Santa Fe railway and other carriers, known popularly as the south- 
western rate case, the commission declined to disturb the commodity rates or 
the first-class rates complained of. The defendants are ordered, however, to 
reduce the second-class rates, which were increased from $1.21 to $1.29, to $1.25. 
On the remaining classes the defendants are required to restore the rates in 
effect before the increased rates were published.

has been accomplished.

pointmenb by the Governor have been 
helif up, to sa} nothing of the failure to 
enact a single measure of importance. Nor 
does there appear to be the slightest possi- 
bility that the State will get an} thing what- 
ever in return for the per diem of S10 
apiece it is bestowing upon the Democrats 
whom it put into office under the sadly mb: 
taken notion that they might enact :>ome 
progressive laws. 
Thanks to Republican 


votes the taxpa>eri, got some return, in the • 
shape of the Initiative and Referendum bill, 
for the huge expense of the late lamented 
"Uxtry," but as the situation stands now 
the only chance for pas^ge of an\ one of 
the several measures desired by the people 
lies in a deal whereby a tool of special in- 
lerests will be sent to Ihe United States 
Senate.

The so-called "platform Democrats'' are 


to be commended for their refusal to trade 
votes for Speer or an> substitute candidate 
of his naming in return for support of 
measures they favor, and as the lesser of 
two eviU it ma> \vell be hoped that they 
stick to this determination till the end of the 
session.

But to the question of Lorimer'i. claim to 
hh> Senate bual, the facts of hi.^ personal 
life are wholly irrelevant, and there ii> keen 
pertinence in the query of the Indiana

ator why Lorimer did not recite these 
things before the committee which inve>ti- 
gated the briber} charge*. 


A more crushing Horn could hardly be 


conceived than for a man w ho had risen 
trom bootblack to United Stales Senator to 
be expelled from that exalted pu<iiion 
pub- 


licly branded as a bribe-giver and crook, 
but the issue is not a'personal but a public 
one, and it mu^Lbe -decided -strictly in its 
judicial aspect. 
If an unbiased study of 


the actual facts revealed by the investiga- 
tion and their logical inferences convinces 
a majority of his-colleagues that he obtained 
his seat through fraud, they will become 
parties to hb alleged criminality should 
they permit sentimental considerations to 
alter their vote. 


The personal fortunes of Lorimer have 


abso'utely nothing to do with the case. If 
the evidence, factual and presumptive, does 
not sustain the charge against him, the man 
is entitled to his place in the Senate. 
If it 


does, then he has no more claim to the 
seat thnn a yellow dog. And that applies 
vith equal force to an\ senator who, when 
the question conies to a vote, lets his sym- 
pathies run away with his judgment.'

Bat at last the 
measure has passed both houses and the 
work of crealing the proposed reserves will 
soon be started. 


The principal difference between the 


plan for forest reserves in the- Appala- 


t chians and those in the West is that in the 


present instance the land will have to be 
bought by the Government instead of 
withdrawn from entry. There is no more 
public land left in the great Eastern moun- 
tain chain, and now that there is urgent 
need of conserving the forests and pro- 
tecting the water courses, Uncle Sam will 
have to go down in his pocket and buy 
back the property which he parted with for 
a song. 


The bill provides fef an expenditure of 


$10,000,000, but if the plans of its pro- 
moters are carried out this is only a be- 
ginning. 
It is proposed eventually 1o es- 


tablish forest reserves wherever prac- 
ticable in the Appalachians from Maine to 
Georgia. Most of this land bears some tim-. 
ber, 
although it has been cut over once, 


and in the opinion of forest experts the 
task of reforestation would not be difficult. 
With proper care the reserves can soon be 
made self-supporting, but the principal ob- 
ject is to protect the water courses. 


The; southern Appalachians contain the 


head waters of nearly all of the important 
streams in the group of states south of 
Mason and Dixon's line and east of the 
Mississippi, and the growth of manufactur- 
ing in that region makes the conservation 
of uater power tremendously important. 
The cheapest power is that derived from 
the streams, but already the mountains 
have been denuded to such an extent that 
the flow is uncertain and irregular. 
Of 


course, nothing can be done to check this 
tendency as long as the land remains in 
private ownership, but the application of 
intelligent methods of forestry which will 
follow the creation of the reserves is cer- 
tain to have a beneficial effect.
